HARRISBURG (AP) — Some 


2,400,000 Pennsylvania school chil- 
dren will be returning to classes 
next month, an all-time high. 


The Department of Public In- 


struction estimated the group in- 
cludes 1,870,000 public school stu- 
dents and 544,000_irom^parocHial 
and other private 'schools. The 
over-all total compares with 2,300,- 
000 last year and two millions five 
years ago. 


"We're In for Increased enroll- 


ments each year for the next 10 
years," said a spokesman. "By 
1967, the grand total of school en- 
rollments is estimated at 2,800,- 
000." 


Of this year's total, the number 


of first-graders will be nearly 
222,000. 


As has been the case since the 


end of World War n, Pennsylvania 
will start another school with a 
teacher shortage. The department 
estimated some 6,600 instructors 
are needed to meet the shortage 
with little or no prospects that 
many will become available in the 
public schools. 


The 1958-59 school year will start 


with about 73,000 teachers on the 
staff. In the next five' years, 
swollen enrollments and teacher 
retirements will increase the need 
to 83,000 teachers. 


here^ will be some changes In 


curricula on the basis of recom- 
mendations made by Gov. Lead- 
er's Committee on Instruction. 


Beeied-up courses in mathe- 


matcis and science, plus introduc- 
tion classes in Russian, were ex- 
pected to-feature the curricula of 
many school systems.

Disappearance of Explorer 
V Still Apparent Mystery 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 


—The disappearance of Explorer 
V still was an apparent mystery 
today. The Army forged ahead 
with plans for two more satellite 
launchings. 


The Army still had no official 


comment on the cause of the 
latest failure two days after a 
powerful Jupiter-C rocket roared 
skyward on what appeared to be 
a perfect launching. 


One spokesman said It may take 


several more days before com- 
plete telemetry reports on the 
flight are analyzed and the an- 
swer found. The military usually 
withholds these announcements. 


In the only activity Monday, a 


Snark intercontinental guided mis- 
sile blasted into the night on the 
start of a 6,000-mile journey 
across the Atlantic. The trip to- 
ward target took about 10 hours. 
The results of the test wert not 
announced. 


The 69-foot Snark, was fired by 


crewmen of the 556th Guided Mis- 
sile Squadron of the Strategic Air 
Command. 


The 556th probably will be as- 


signed as the first Snark opera- 
tional unit which is expected to 
be set up soon at Presque Isle, 
Maine. 


Explorer V was equipped to 


probe the far reaches of a severe 
radiation field now being investi- 
gated by Exploer IV as it whirls 
through space. 


Scientists need more detailed in- 


formation about the radiation belt 
so they can protect the first space 
travelers against the bombard- 
ment of the rays. 


Scientists already have learned 


that the rays double in intensity 
every 60 miles, but the cause, ex- 
tent and type of radiation still is 
not known 


The radiation belt starts about 


600 miles in space. Where it ends 
ii not known.

In connection with the 38th anniversary of 


Women's Suffrage today public officials from the 
top level down to precinct units are urging every 
woman to register one more voter of her sex. 


This great privilge (of voting) Is still denied 


to women in many countries, and no woman can 
exercise it unless she is registered. 


Attention is called to the fact that just three 


weeks remain until the registration books close 
on September 15th. 


In this connection it is recalled that the amend- 


ment was presented to the legislatures of the 
several states by the 66th Congress, having been 
adopted by the House of Representatives May 
21, 1919, and by the Senate June 4, 1919. The 
Secretary of State August 26, 1920, proclaimed 
it in effect having been "adopted June 10, 1919- 
August 18, 1920, by three-quarters of the states. 
The amendment was rejected by Alabama, Mary- 
land and Virginia. 


It provides "The right of citizens of the United 


States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any State on account of 
sex."

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(1) The first obstacle whldh must be overcome 


before man can achieve space flight is Earth's 
gravity. 


Gravitational pull can be likened to a great 


funnel, and a rocket to a daredevil motorcyclist 
trying to escape. Loops at (a), (b) and (c) a^bove 
show how high the cyclist would go at different 
speeds. At 25,000 miles per hour he.would be 
free of Earth's gravity forever 
But if he sped 


around the sides of the funnel, he could maintain 
an orbit at a speed less than escape velocity. 


Speed for the orbit closest to Earth (just above 


the atmosphere) Is about 18,000 milef p«r hour 


An orbit at (d) could be maintained at much less 
speed. But if the cyclist performed an elliptical 
orbit as at (e), as lie approached closest to the 
bottom (the perigee) he would speed up. As he 
reached the top of his orbit (the apogee) he 
•would slow down. This is precisely how an Earth 
satellite (or a planet going around the Sun) 
behaves 


(2) The only practical source of power man has 


at present for space travel is the rocket. Best 
speed which can be attained with present-day 
fuels Is about 5,000 miles per hour

single-stage' rocket can escape th* Earth's pull. 


Three stages appear to be the most practical and 
efficient number.

this time," he said, "but that does 
not mean we're not interested." 


Cleveland Board Chairman Wil- 


liam R. Daley has stated the In- 
dians are not for sale. He also has 
said he wants to keep the team in 
Ohio — if the fans support it.

the individuals and estates that 
control them—"I almost gave up 
three times." He had trouble hn- 
mg up a cast because some per- 
formers feared the vehicle would 
portray the Negro in a bad light. 


He switched directors in a bit- 


ter wrangle that almost evoked a 
mutiny in the cast. And the stage 
containing the sets and costumes 
burned to the ground with a two- 
miUion-dollar loss. 


"Life is a fight," he commented. 


"I'm used to it. I've been fighting 
all my life. 


"I started to work when I was 


11. My father left me nothing- 
nothing but a mother and six 
brothers and sisters to help sup- 
port. Every time I earned three 
or four dollars, I gave one to my 
mother. I didn't mind. I learned

that giving Is better than receiv- 
ing." 


Goldwyn talked in his tastefully 


furnished office at the studio he 
bought from Mary Rckford. He 
wore 
a 
conservative, 
double- 


breasted pin-stripe suit and brown 
and white shoes and talked earn- 
estly of his belief in the therapy 
of work. 


Goldwyn used to make 38 pic- 


tures a year when he was part- 
nered with Jesse Lasky and Cecil 
B. DeMille, 26 when he had that 
Goldwyn Co. which was later 
merged into MGM (Sam didn't go 
with the deal). 


In recent times, he has made 


only one picture at a time and he 
takes two or three years to pre- 
pare, film and sell it.
